Bu lt of steel and glum paneling, the structure is situated on 
a I W .ett tract and has a main building that measures 222 by IIH 
feet. An additional wing to be used for repair w oik and offices 
measures 50 by 108 feet. 
W oik was begun on tire plant the lirsl week of this year. A 
cyclone f nee has been built around the factory site and a paved 
t* ad built out toward R adcliffe *trect lo Second avenue. 
More than 3 100 feet of track have been laid within th** a ra

m ost com pleted w oik within the bu Iding. 
O nly ceveral !a»g 
pieces ol machinery have to be m oved in before work begins. 
A huge 100-ton steel plane, laigest of it* kind in this area, 
w o* built in G lasgow , Scotland, and will br installed in the mill 
Roll*, burning tables and shears will soon be installed. 
The 50-ycar-old H am m ond concern is erecting this new 
I plant lo relieve som e of the work at on** of its other factories at 
W arren, Pa. T he one at W arren is said lo Im* three tim es the sire 
of the Bristol plant, and another at Pint N atchei, le g ., is twice 
I the a xe of the new building, herr. 
I be com pany selected this area chiefly because of its acce,** 
to markets and suppliers. Much of its taw material will com e from 
| steel mills in Bethb hem, C oatesville and Conshohocken. 
Tanks, storage bins and other equipm ent built of steel plat­ 
ing are the specialty of the com pany. It installs most of its work, 
j and has erected tanks in China, built rrfmeiie* in V enezuela, and 
done other work in P o lio R ico and several other foreign coun­ 
tries.
